Mrs. Alice J. Patridge was elected a member of the School 
Board for two years, and Daniel R. Smith, a member for the 
ensuing three years. 

It was voted to reimburse the town (to the amount of 
$1,911), on account of the debt incurred in building the 
school house in 1907. 

It was voted to raise $1,326 for school purposes for the 
ensuing year; $300 of this amount to be applied to the debt. 

It was also voted to tender the town the use of the Primary 
school house for town purposes, while not needed for school 
purposes. 

After the adjournment of the meeting the School Board 
met for organization. C. A. Pollard was elected Chairman 
and Committee on Books and Supplies; Alice J. Patridge was 
elected Clerk of the Board and Committee on Superintendence; 
Daniel R. Smith was elected Committee on Fuel and Repairs. 

Perley R. Bean was appointed Truant Officer and Charles ° 
W. Palmer, Janitor of the buildings. 

Mildred L. Lane was elected to teach the Grammar school 
and Teresa Perkins to teach the Primary school. 

Through the courtesy of Irving T. French, executor of the 
estate of Mary C. Fitts, a cabinet, containing geological speci- 
mens and curios, has been received and placed in the Grammar 
school room. These specimens were collected by the late

James H. Fitts and beside the samples of quartz, mica, ores, 
etc., contain different kinds of seeds from the Holy land, a 
bit of manna, some foreign coins and also woods of different 
kinds. 

At the end of the spring term Teresa Perkins resigned from 
the teaching force, and Mrs. Emie O. Gleason was elected to 
fill the vacancy. 

At the end of the fall term Mildred L. Lane informed the 
Committee that she would be unable to teach the rest of the 
year and Mary Nixon was secured as a teacher for the Gram- 
mar school. 

The Committee wish to express their appreciation of. the 
faithful and efficient work of Miss Perkins and Miss Lane, 
and also to commend the work of Mrs. Gleason and Miss 
Nixon. 

We beg to call the attention of the parents and guardians 
to the matter of attendance and tardiness. It is deplorable 
that this state of affairs exists, but such is the case. <A child 
cannot do justice to its teachers, nor to itself, unless it is pres- 
ent at every session and every lesson. The laws of the state 
of New Hampshire say that every child between the ages of 
six years and fourteen years of age shall attend school every 
school day in the year, and the Committee feel that in the 
future they shall have to impress this fact on the minds of 
some of the parents and guardians. Cases have been noted 
where children have reported sickness as cause of absence, 
but they had been well enough to play in the snow or slide 
down hill or be seen away from school. In the future these 
cases will be called to the attention of the Truant Officer. 
Please co-operate, everybody, and have a clean school record.
